Egyptian or Gneco-Roman periods.

1 laugh 
at you, knowing that you will never 
realise a dollar from your suit, be- 
cause of your inability to locate my 
property, and proceed to steal some 
other inventor’s idea. Thu u not 
fiction; it is a hard , cruel reality 
tot is being enacted every day, and 
will be continued until the wilful in- 
fringement of a patent u made n 
criminal odbnae.

Protection in Australia. 

ILoulsvilt# Comm«rci*le] 

It has been persistently claimed by 
the free traders that the colony of 
New South Wales, which haa ad- 
hered to free trade, haa prospered 
greatly, while Victoria, which adopt- 
ed the protective policy in 1870, haa 
languished and dwindled. New 
South Wale* haa lately modified her 
fiscal system in the direction of pro- 
tection, which is sufficient indication 
that her people have not been eatis- 
fied with the way they were getting 
on under free trade. The fact of 
that change ought to be enough to 
■hut tbe mouth* of free-traders which 
disprove their assertions about the rel- 
ative condition of the two ooloniee. 

Sir Guilford L. Moleaworth haa re- 
cently written a letter to London 
Fair Trade, in which be comperes 
theirs progiese. In the first piece, he 
corrects an error ia figures made by a 
Mr. Robinson iu a letter to tbe Lon- 
dou Times, in which it was stated 
that in five years ending in 1889 the 
imputation of New South Wales had 
increased 82 per cent, while that of 
Victoria had only increased by 16} 
per cent. Sir Gnilford gives the cor- 
rect figures as 16J per cent,, for Vic- 
toria and 17 per cent, for New South 
Wales. 

New South Wales has more than 
three timee the area of Victoria, aud 
has, besides, excellent pastoral and 
agricultural districts, an unusual 
wealth and variety of uinenkla, in- 
cluding gold, extensive diver and
